So if they 
did. but practice that which they ſay, here would be no 
ſtrife in Chriſtendom 3 Nor would there be {ſtrife with * 
any men, nor hatred of any many, nor violence, nor {tri- 
king any wan, for he honoured hn, and had him in e- 
ſeem, and he that honoured him loved him. 

Now he that doth not honour all men, nor doth not - 
love all men, nor hath not all men in eſteem, (though 
he may ſay theſe words of the Apoſtle, yet he is out of 
the Doctrine of the Apoſtle and practice) he is in the 
nature ofa Jew.,or a Heathen,that hates, and diſhonours, 
{landers, back-bites, and envies, and doth violence to *' 
men, doth not honour them, nor hath them not in e- 
ſteem, nor doth not love them. So look what derilion, 
ſcorn, maliciouſneſle, and what envy men live in, abu- 
ſing one another, and wronging one another, yet would 
not theſe be called Chriſtians? Doth theſe honour all.
